Chief to ‘shut them down’

Halifax’s chief of police 
said he’s taking “unprece¬ 
dented measures” to stop 
any further gang violence 
in the city. 

“I want it to stop,” Frank 
Beazley said. "... I’m going 
to do everything in my 
power to shut them down.” 

Beazley admitted he was 
horrified to learn that a 
man in his mid-20s was 
shot in the parking lot 
while leaving the IWK 
Health Centre Tuesday 
night. Police are still look¬ 
ing for the suspect, but a 
17-year-old girl who accom¬ 
panied the victim was ar¬ 
rested for possessing a gun. 

A day earlier, shots were 
fired at Jimmy Melvin Sr., 
who has served jail time for 
drug trafficking, outside 
Jessy’s Pizza in Spryfield. 

Beazley said he’s using 
eveiything he’s got to put 
the people responsible be¬ 
hind bars. He asked for the 
public’s help, adding that 
the people involved are also

shootings The two recent 
shootings associated with 
Spiyfield are giving the area 
an even worse name, say 
some students in the com¬ 
munity. 

“It just gives us a worse 
name, a bad rap really,” said 
Kyle Mosher, a Grade 12 stu¬ 
dent at J.L. Ilsley High 
School in Spiyfield.

in region. 

A survey by the Canadian 
Federation of Independent 
Business shows this 
province is the most pes¬ 
simistic in Atlantic Canada, 
whereas last year, we were 
the most optimistic. 

Ontario businesses were 
the least optimistic nation- 
ally. 

“In a nutshell, the decline 
in optimism has been wide¬ 
spread,” said Leanne 
Hachey, with CFIB. 

“No province or industiy 
sector has been immune to 
what’s going on around the 
world. That said, we’ve seen 
worse — the downturn has¬ 
n’t yet matched that experi¬ 
enced during the mid-1990s 
and we hope it doesn’t.” 

The survey was conduct¬ 
ed between Oct. 6th and 
Nov. 16th. Nationally, the 
manufacturing sector is the 
least optimistic followed by 
construction and retail. 

Most optimistic are 
health care, education and 
business services sectors.

$25M gap In N.S. security 

Report reveals government vulnerable to banking fraud 


“It is conceivable that (someone who can 
circumvent security) could transfer an 
amount under $25 million to another bank 
account, perhaps in another country.” 

Auditor general’s security report 
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Security holes could allow 
people to defraud the gov¬ 
ernment of up to $25 mil¬ 
lion, an auditor general’s 
report revealed yesterday. 

The report found 114 
government employees 
have too much power, 
making it possible for 
them to commit fraud. 
Such powers include being 
able to make payments for 
goods, then confirm that 
the goods came in — so 
payment could be made 
for nothing. 

Fortunately, there’s a cap 
against how much could 
be taken at one time. Un¬ 
fortunately, that cap is $25 
million. 

The government pays 


out billions of dollars 
through electronic pay¬ 
ments. The limit per pay¬ 
ment is $25 million to ac¬ 
commodate for large loan 
and grant payments. 

If security is bypassed or 
a payment is altered before 
it reaches the bank, “it is 
conceivable that (someone 
who can circumvent secu¬ 
rity) could transfer an 
amount under $25 million 
to another bank account, 
perhaps in another coun- 
tiy,” reads the report. 

Auditor General Jacques 


Lapointe wants the cap 
lowered. 

“We’re saying if you 
want to have a stop, stop it 
below that,” said Lapointe. 

Service Nova Scotia Min¬ 
ister Jamie Muir said he ac¬ 
cepts the report’s findings, 
but hasn’t had time to read 
it in detail yet. 

He said security meas¬ 
ures are protecting the 
province, but there’s al¬ 
ways room for improve¬ 
ment. 

“I sign off on any appro¬ 
priation of a significant fig¬ 


ure in my department,” 
said Muir. 

“I guess in any system 
there’s some opportunity 
for things to go awry, but 
it’d be very difficult.” 

Lapointe and his staff 
found a litany of other 
problems with govern¬ 
ment accounting. 

Thirteen government 
employees can create or 
change master records and 
start payments. 

“This could enable ficti¬ 
tious vendors to be set up 
in order to misappropriate 
government funds,” the re¬ 
port concludes. 

They also found exam¬ 
ples of payments being 
made without approval, 
payments approved by 
people who weren’t au¬ 
thorized, and mathemati¬ 
cal errors in payments.

Almost three-quarters of 
commercial vehicles trans¬ 
porting Nova Scotia pas¬ 
sengers — including 63 per 
cent of school buses — 
have failed inspection over 
the last two years. 

That’s one of the find¬ 
ings Auditor General 
Jacques Lapointe made in a 
report to the Nova Scotia 
legislature yesterday. 

“This suggests a more ro¬ 
bust system of enforce¬ 
ment is in the interest of 
bus travelling Nova Sco¬ 
tians,” Lapointe said. 

“With that kind of a fail 
rate on a regular basis — 
sometimes on repeat vehi¬ 
cles — that alone is a sig¬ 
nal of too high of risk.” 

Nova Scotia’s Utility and 
Review Board’s motor car¬ 
rier division is responsible 
for the inspections of pri¬ 
vate bus companies, school 
buses, and large passenger 
vans. The report says the 
division inspects about 
4,900 vehicles a year. 

About 3,100 of those ve¬ 
hicle failed inspection and 
were kept off the road. 

The motor carrier divi¬ 
sion was also slammed for 
using a computer system 
designed in the early ’90s, 
and for neglecting mainte¬ 
nance of brake testing 
equipment. 


A lot of vehicle inspec¬ 
tion information was un¬ 
available to the auditor 
general’s office because 
the division only keeps pa¬ 
per records. 

Despite the report’s find¬ 
ings, the Review Board said 
school and transit buses 
are safe. 

“The buses are done 
every six months, com¬ 
pletely, nose to tail,” said 
executive director Paul 
Allen, adding that an open 
first-aid kit could cause an 


inspection failure. 

“There is no way we’re 
going to let anything on 
the road we don’t feel is 
safe to be on the road. 
Everything is fixed, re¬ 
moved, or in some way re¬ 
solved before that bus hits 
the street again.” 

Seven recommendations 


were made to the Utility 
and Review Board in the 
auditor general’s report. 
They range from updating 
computer systems and in¬ 
spection criteria, to start¬ 
ing a complaint system. 

The review board had ac¬ 
cepted all the recommen¬ 
dations.

Pension regulation ‘not 
adequate' Lapointe says

Nova Scotia’s auditor gen¬ 
eral says the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has to make sure 
pension plan administra¬ 
tors are acting in the best 
interest of their clients. 

“The commitment in the 
(Pensions Benefits) Act ... 
is to do enough to have 
some confidence in the 
safety and the benefits of 
all of those plans,” Auditor 
General Jaques Lapointe 
said after presenting his re¬ 
port to the legislature yes¬ 
terday. 

The report focuses on 
private sector pension 
plans. Federal plans, and 
pensions for provincial 
employees, like teachers, 
were left out. 

The report said the pen¬ 
sion regulation division is 
“not adequate to effective¬ 
ly safeguard pensioners’ 
benefit entitlements.” It 
said the department does¬ 
n’t verify pension informa¬ 
tion itself, but instead 
takes the word of pension 


plan administrators. 

The report made five rec¬ 
ommendations, including 
a plan for the department 
to independently verify ad¬ 
ministrator’s numbers. 

That’s a move the minis¬ 
ter in charge said doesn’t 
happen in any Canadian 
province, and won’t hap¬ 
pen in Nova Scotia. 

“The regulation we have 
for pensions is first rate,” 
Labour Minister Mark Par¬ 
ent said. 

Parent explained there 
are already three checks 
and balances on pensions 
administrators. First, they 
have to file a two-page re¬ 
port every year about the 
people in the plan, how it 
has changed, and other de¬ 
tails. Administrators also 
go through an audit every 
three years. The superin¬ 
tendent of pensions re¬ 
views both documents. 

“You have three differ¬ 
ent sets of eyes looking at 
these pensions. It’s a good 
system,” Parent said. 

The Labour Department 
has accepted the other 
four recommendations.

Drugs off street: Cops 

Fourteen arrested in bust at Uniacke Square

Drugs are virtually off 
the street in Uniacke 
Square and on Gottingen 
Street, the city’s deputy 
chief of police says. 

Police descended on 
eight homes in the area 
with search warrants yes¬ 
terday. 

They arrested 14 men 
and women between ages 
16 and 64 for drug posses¬ 
sion and trafficking. They 
seized crack cocaine, mar¬ 
ijuana and illegal pre¬ 
scription drugs. 

The investigation, 
dubbed Operation Imper¬ 
ative, was five months in 
the making and involved 
numerous police units. 

“It will be very difficult 
today to get drugs in that 
neighbourhood,” Halifax 
regional police deputy 
chief Chris McNeil told re¬ 
porters at police head¬ 
quarters yesterday. “The 


battle against drug traf¬ 
ficking is ongoing ... but 
I’m confident today that 
we have made significant 
difference in that commu¬ 
nity.” 

McNeil said the people 
arrested were street level 
dealers that had been 
working in the area for 
years. 

He said the drug bust 
should put other dealers 
on notice for what’s to 
come: “You’re next. We’re 
coming after you and 
we’ll be coming to a 
neighbourhood near you. 

“You shouldn’t believe 
that you’re insulated, that 
you’re untouchable.” 

RCMP Insp. Brad Sullivan 
said the bust demonstrates 


a “significant criminal en¬ 
terprise” that was operat¬ 
ing in the community. 

“While many people 
may not feel directly vic¬ 
timized by this type of 
crime, each one of us is af¬ 
fected by street level drug 
trafficking and the associ¬ 
ated violence that affects 
the overall quality of life 
in HRM,” Sullivan said. 

Police are still looking 
for five other people and 
expect to arrest them over 
the next few days. 

Some of the people ar¬ 
rested are expected to ap¬ 
pear in Halifax provincial 
court today. Five people 
have been released and 
are scheduled to appear in 
court at a later date.

More home care providers needed: Auditor General

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Nova Scotia may find itself 
with a critical lack of 
home care providers, 
according to yesterday’s 
auditor general’s report. 

The independent review 
concluded government 


hasn’t determined how 
many home care workers 
will be needed or whether 
there will be enough of 
them. 

But Health Minister 
Chris d’Entrement dis¬ 
agreed with the report, 
saying the government 
has a 10-year plan and 
will train well over a 


thousand new home care 
assistants throughout this 
and next year. 


“We have worked dili¬ 
gently to make sure we 
have the training spaces 


available at the communi¬ 
ty colleges,” said d’En¬ 
trement. 

“We have a strategy that 
is working, one that is put¬ 
ting more people on the 
ground.” 

The report claimed 
many suggestions from 
previous reviews haven’t 
been followed up on, such

If the reports are correct, 
Barack Obama is preparing 
to name Clinton, the most 
popular woman in the 
countiy, to the most senior 
position in his cabinet. 

But if Obama has decid¬ 
ed to appoint Clinton, he 
should reconsider. And if 
Clinton has decided to ac¬ 
cept, she should reconsid¬ 
er. For both, the appoint¬ 
ment would be a mistake. 

If Obama really wanted 
Clinton in his White House, 


he could have made her his 
vice-president last August. 
He did not choose her be¬ 
cause they had no personal 
chemistiy and because she 
would have contradicted his 
mantra of change. She is the 
Washington insider; he is 
not. 

Many thought Obama was 
wrong. They said that be¬ 
cause Clinton had won 18 
million votes in the primar¬ 
ies and caucuses — almost 
as many as he did — he had 
to appoint her as VP or risk 
alienating fellow Democrats. 

They warned that reject¬ 
ing her would drive her loy¬ 
alists into the arms of John 
McCain. That fear was 
groundless — her supporters 
were never going to vote for 
the Republican ticket, espe¬ 
cially one which included 
the anti-feminist Sarah Palin. 

Obama decided to break 
with the Clintons, who have 
dominated the Democratic 
Party since 1992. He did not

need her or her husband, 
who diminished himself in 
her campaign. It was a wise 
decision, though when Palin 
joined McCain and gave the 
Republicans a momentaiy 
surge in September, some 
Nervous Nellies worried that 
Obama had erred in choos¬ 
ing Joe Biden. He didn’t. 

So why choose her now? 
No doubt she is competent, 
compelling and the best 
known woman in America. 
She has impeccable creden¬ 
tials. 

But her appointment 
wouldn’t set a precedent — 
there has been a woman, in¬ 
deed a black woman, lead¬ 


ing the Department of State 
for the last four years — and 
Clinton would steal Oba¬ 
ma’s thunder. Moreover, her 
husband and his mysterious 
business interests could be 
trouble. 

Worse, if Obama and 
Hillary were to fall out on a 
matter of policy, he couldn’t 
fire her. It would rupture 
the party. 

And why would she take 
the job? She would have to 
resign her seat in the Senate 
and give up leadership on 
health care and other social 
issues that motivate her. 
She would miss the oppor¬ 
tunity to replace the ailing 
Edward Kennedy as the 
countiy’s great liberal lion.

Former child soldiers reach out to victims 



Kabba Williams sits quietly, 
his hands folded in his lap. 
The 24-year-old’s wide 
smile belies the horrors he 
has inflicted on others and 
of which he is also a victim. 
Sitting beside Williams is 
Mariatu Kamara, now a 22- 
year-old college student in 
Toronto. Kamara is an all 
too emotional reminder for 
Williams of his past. She 
was only 12 in 1999 when 
rebels in Sierra Leone’s 11- 
year-long civil war invaded 
her village. Child soldiers 
held the young girl hostage 
for nearly a day and then 
amputated her hands be¬ 
fore setting her free. 

“I did this,” Williams, 
looking briefly at Kamara, 
told the audience at the 
University of Alberta last 
week. “I did terrible things. 


Rape, murder, cutting off 
people’s hands.” 

Williams was not the 
child combatant that tor¬ 
tured Kamara. But for nearly 
three years, Williams was a 
boy soldier — in fact, he’s 
one of the youngest child 
soldiers ever recruited in an 
African conflict, having 
been abducted by rebel 
forces at the start of the Sier¬ 
ra Leone war in 1991 when 
he was only six years old. 

Last week at the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta’s Festival of 
Ideas, Kamara and Williams, 
now an outspoken human 
rights advocate in Sierra 
Leone who speaks on the 
use and victimization of 
child soldiers, came togeth¬ 
er for the first time. 

“It was scaiy at first,” says 
Kamara, whose memoir The 
Bite of the Mango, which I 
wrote, was released last 
month. “But what can I do 
to him ... to the boys who 
did this to me? My hatred to¬ 
ward them is only hurting 
me, so I have to forgive.”

I have been 
involved now 
with the Sier¬ 
ra Leoneon 
community 
for several 
years. I am 
struck by 
their inher¬ 
ent ability to 
tell their stories, hold one 
another and build commu¬ 
nity. I was by far more 
nervous of the meeting be¬ 
tween Kamara and 
Williams than they 
were. When they first 
saw each other, they 
embraced. To anyone 
looking on, they ap¬ 
peared like old 
friends. 

But they’re not. 

Sierra Leone saw 
children commit some of 
the worst atrocities in the 
war that ended in 2002. Tens 
of thousands of young peo¬ 
ple were killed, maimed, 
raped and recruited by vari¬ 
ous rebel groups, including 
the Revolutionary United 



Front. Worldwide, the UN es¬ 
timates that there are about 
250,00 to 300,000 child sol¬ 
diers at any given time. 

Williams has been veiy ac¬ 
tive in Sierra Leone’s peace 
building process. His newest 
project involves former 
child soldiers reaching out 
to the villages in Sierra 
Leone. “It would be an apolo¬ 
gy, a way we can say we take 
responsibility for what we 
did, and how do we move 
forward together,” says 
Williams. 

of i “It will be chal¬ 
lenging,” Kamara 
concludes. “There 
are many amputees 
from the war still 
suffering with their 
health and with 
poverty. But we need 
to do whatever it takes 
to make sure war doesn’t 
happen again.”

Recession risk 
growing: Carney 


The Bank of Canada sees a 
greater risk of recession in 
Canada than it did just one 
month ago as the global 
financial crisis rips 
through the economy, 
Governor Mark Carney 
said yesterday. 

In a speech in London, 
Carney repeated that the 
central bank would likely 
have to cut its benchmark 
interest rate further to

Moose are long in the tooth 

Digging out from Marchand trade takes a little patchwork

By now, you’ve probably 
heard ad nauseam that 
the Halifax Mooseheads 
are a young, rebuilding 
team. What you probably 
haven’t heard flies in the 
face of that. 

The stats say the Moose¬ 
heads are actually the sec¬ 
ond oldest team in the 
Quebec Major Junior 
Hockey League with an av¬ 
erage age of 18.24 years, 
second only to the Mon¬ 
treal Junior. They’re also 
tied for the league lead 
with eight 19-year-olds, at 
least five of whom won’t 
be on the roster next sea¬ 
son. 

So with the Mooseheads 
second-to-last in the 
QMJHL standings with sev¬ 
en wins in 25 games, what 
gives? 

Turns out, it’s no picnic 
digging out from a failed 
run at a Memorial Cup, 
particularly when a hand¬ 
ful of draft picks went out 
the door in a trade for 
Brad Marchand. 

“It’s not the best situa¬ 
tion,” one rival general 
manager said, “but it all 
comes down to the Marc¬ 
hand trade. They tried to 
please their fans and it 
was the right thing to do, 
but it didn’t work out. It’s 
something they have to 
live with.” 

Some might call it an 
identity crisis, but it’s fair 
to say the Mooseheads are 
both old and rebuilding. 

They’ve had to patch 
some holes with veterans, 
but they have yet to cut a 
younger player in favour 
of an older player. All of 
their top prospects — ex¬ 
cept for high draft pick 
Alex Lemieux, who left on 


his own volition — are on 
the roster. 

The Mooseheads are al¬ 
so tied for second in the 
league with 10 rookies. All 
of them are aged 18 or 
younger. Mooseheads GM 
Marcel Patenaude is quick 
to stress he has “a good 
base of 16-, 17- and 18- 


year-olds” to build around. 

Rookie forwards Jessylco 
Bernard and Gabriel Des¬ 
jardins are thriving in 
prominent roles, while 
Alexis Piette, Charles Bety 
and Ned O’Brien are flash¬ 
ing upside. Blue-liner Alex 
MacDonald and goalie 
Mathieu Corbeil are also 


bright spots. 

“We have a good mix of 
older guys and younger 
guys, but we have to be 
careful and make sure the 
younger guys are still im¬ 
proving and playing good 
minutes,” Patenaude said.

HP TouchSmart 
IQ 816 computer 
($2,199) 

There’s 
not a lot 
of zing in 
the desk¬ 
top com¬ 
puter 
market 
these 
days, 
though 
HP’s 
TouchS¬ 
mart line is 
an exception — 
the first practical con¬ 
sumer machine that deliv¬ 
ers on the whole 2001: A 
Space Odyssey vibe that 
we’ve been wishing for 
since the first consumer 
Windows machines hit the 
market 20 years ago. 

The IQ816 has a massive 
25.5 inch screen, with 
everything but the power 
supply built, iMac-style, in¬ 
to the back. There’s a wire¬ 
less keyboard and mouse 
included, but they’re ves¬ 
tigial appendages, since 
you’re supposed to use the 
touchscreen as your main 
user interface. 


It actually works — the 
second generation of 
TouchSmart machines are 
a vast improvement over 
the first, and the interface 
that HP has designed to 
run over top of Windows 
Vista is built 
around big 
icons and 
widget-lilce 
applica¬ 
tions. (HP 
also has a 
22 inch 
model 
that’s $600 
cheaper, if 
the price 
makes you 
hyperventilate.) 

I set the machine up as a 
family computer in our 
kitchen, where the kid im¬ 
mediately took to the 
touchscreen interface to 
play games, while the par¬ 
ents quickly configured it 
to deliver news and weath¬ 
er info on startup in the 
morning. 

It made a quick wireless 
connection with the main 
computer downstairs so 
we could play videos ef¬ 
fortlessly — HP includes a 
full-featured remote for 
media centre functions, 
and a dock for one of their 
media drives. 


On a more mundane 
note, the touchscreen 
makes computer solitaire 
utterly addictive. 

Toshiba Qosmio 
X300 notebook 
($1,999) 

There’s nothing 
subtle about the 
X300; with its 
flamed red and 
orange metal¬ 
lic finish and 
array of total¬ 
ly unneces¬ 
sary red 

LEDs, it 
takes its de¬ 
sign cues 
from hot 
rods, not 
space ships. 

It’s not restrained 
inside either — there’s an 
unlocked and therefore 
overcloclcable Centrino 
X9100 3.06 GHz processor 
and an NVidia 9800M 
graphics card, which 
translated into normal 
person means it’s fast. 

It’s a gaming laptop, 
with four USB ports and an 
HDMI out, in case you’re 
not jazzed enough about 
the 17-inch LCD 
widescreen. 

There are also dual hard 
drives totalling 640GB and

a 5.1 Altec Lansing speaker 
system. Toshiba is a Blu- 
ray refusenik, so the drive 
is regular DVD, and 
the screen has that 
superglossy finish 
that means you’ll 
be seeing your 
own face in the 
shadows when 
watching 
movies. 

Apart from 
these quibbles, 
this is the mon¬ 
ster (4.12 kg!) 
desktop replace¬ 
ment machine 
every boy dreams 
about. 

LG P300 notebook 
($1,799) 

On the other end of the 
scale there’s this very light 
(1.6 kg) laptop, with its 
sleek lacquered finish and 
2.26 GHz Intel Core Duo 
processor. The 

screen is just a 
13.3 inch LCD 
but there’s 
an HDMI 
output 
so 
you 
can 
use 
it to 
power 
your flat 
panel. You 
might also 
want some 
outboard 
speakers to sup¬ 
plement the pallid ones 
built into the P300. 

The slim profile and 
light weight is mostly due 
to the DVD drive being 
provided as an outboard 
accessory. There’s two-GB 
of ram and a 32-GB hard 
drive as well as Bluetooth 
connectivity, which 

should help justify the 
rather impressive price 
tag. 



Accessories 

Belkin has a couple of lap¬ 
top pads that range 
from the active to 
the passive. The 
Cushtop ($34.99) is 
an attractive little up¬ 
holstered lap desk for your 
notebook that includes a 
slot to slip the machine 
when not in use. 

The Laptop Cooling 
Lounge ($39.99) is proba¬ 
bly the perfect accessory 
for a gaming laptop like 
the Qosmio X300 — an ad¬ 
justable plastic stand 
that includes a USB- 
powered fan to 
help draw the heat 
away from your 
overclocked chipset, 
out the sides and away 
from your once-toasty 
lap. 

Microsoft has perse¬ 
vered with mouse technol¬ 
ogy, releasing the Blue 
Track mouse in desktop 
and notebook sizes ($89.95 
and $69.95 respective¬ 
ly). It’s a wireless 
unit that’s sup¬ 
posed to be 
able to track 
on any sur¬ 
face, including 
carpets and 
glossy stone, 
and it lives 
up to the 
hype.

that comes 
with a variety 
of mounting 
options, in¬ 
cluding sticlc- 
on magnets, a 
clip, and a 
stick-lilce stand 
in case your 
monitor is too 
thick or too pretty. 




HP’s C6380 all-in-one 
printer/scanner ($199.99) 
adds wi-fi connectivity to 
its range of features, neat¬ 
ly networking with your 
range of desktops and lap¬ 
tops by either the standard 
USB cable, through an 
Ethernet port on 
your router, or 
wirelessly. 

It sets up with¬ 
out a fuss, has a 
dedicated tray 
for 4x6 prints, 
and comes with 
software that lets you cre¬ 
ate PDF copies of docu¬ 
ments for e-mailing. 

Finally, I’ve spent the 
last two months with 
Crumpler’s Dreadful Em- 
barassment laptop bag 
($95) — part of their range 
of cutely-named bags and 
luggage. 

It’s a messenger-style af¬ 
fair with room for up to a 
17 inch laptop, and plenty 
of room for accessories, 
magazines, pens and a cup 
of microwave soup for 
lunch. Like most of the 
Crumpler line, it’s assertive¬ 
ly colourful, and miles bet¬ 
ter-looking than the usual 
uptight laptop bag.

Creative toys, games tops 

Big-name toys expected to fly off shelves as well this season

This holiday season, it’s all 
about toys that amuse and 
engage, say experts on 
both sides of the border. 

As parents make bee¬ 
lines to their local de¬ 
partment stores this 
shopping season, 
they’ll likely 
find toys 
that encour¬ 
age hands- 
on learning 
side by side 
with the 
Bratz and 
Star Wars 
playsets. Con¬ 
struction sets, 
collectible card 
games and interactive 
DVD games are all be¬ 
coming part of the fun. 
“We’ve got educa¬ 
tional toys, we’ve got 
learning to read toys, 
we’ve got building 
toys, imagination 


toys,” Jeff Hurst, president of 
the Canadian Toy Associa¬ 
tion, said at a Nov. 3 media 
conference in Toronto pre¬ 
viewing some of the hot toys 
for the holidays. “I certainly 
think we’ve got a good rep¬ 
resentation of what’s going 
to be on the Christmas list 
as we go into this year.” 

The association expects 
the season’s big sellers to 
include Struxx Robotrixx, a 
construction set where kids 
can build roaring motion-de¬ 
tection dinosaurs out of 
rods, balls and sockets, and 
Disgusting Digestion, a sci¬ 
ence kit of bile-inducing ex¬ 
periments that educate the 
user about the human diges¬ 
tive system. 

Kathleen McHugh, presi¬ 
dent of the Chicago-based 
American Specialty Toy Re¬ 
tailing Association, expects 
trends to lean toward more 
creative, open-ended toys. In 
an economy where parents 
are feeling the pinch, she 
says, a new focus is on toys 
with longer-lasting value. 


“More is not the an¬ 
swer to everything. There’s 
going to be a return to quali¬ 
ty over quantity,” she said. 
“The right kind of toy will do 
different things. Board 
games will also prove popu¬ 
lar. Because of the consumer 
situation, more families will 
be spending time together at 
home. There are a lot of great 
board games out there to do 
that.” 

Those looking for more 
mainstream — and more ex¬ 
pensive — toys will not be 
disappointed. Elmo Live, an 
interactive version of the 
Sesame Street Muppet that

Lemon Pork and Roasted 
Vegetables 

This recipe is adapted from 


one of Donna Hay’s latest 
series of six cookbooks: 
Simple Essentials, Beef, 
Lamb + Pork (Harper¬ 
Collins Publishers Ltd). As 
fresh lemon thyme is diffi¬ 
cult to find this time of 
year, try regular thyme or 
a pinch of dried thyme 
leaves and a little grated 
lemon zest. Makes 4 serv¬ 
ings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 4 fingerling or medium 


white potatoes, scrubbed 

• 4 unpeeled garlic cloves 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) olive oil 

• Salt and pepper 

• 1 large (1 lb/500 g) pork 
tenderloin, cut into 4 pieces 

• 4 slices pancetta 

• 4 sprigs fresh lemon 
thyme 

• 1 pint cheriy tomatoes 
(about 2-1/2 cups/625 mL) 

METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Cut fingerling po¬ 
tatoes in half lengthwise 
or regular potatoes into 
wedges. Toss potatoes and 
garlic in oil. Place in a 
large baking dish; season 
with salt and pepper. Roast 
20 minutes. 

Top each piece of pork 
with 1 slice pancetta and a 
thyme sprig. Tie with 
kitchen string. Add pork to 
pan and roast 10 minutes. 


Add tomatoes and cook an¬ 
other 10 to 15 minutes or 
until pork is cooked 
through and potatoes are 
tender and golden. Push 
garlic out of skins and 
serve with pork, potatoes 
and tomatoes.

Gordon Ramsay — a man 
that needs no introduction 
— lives life in the fast lane, 
travelling the world to fos¬ 
ter his many hugely 
successful business enter¬ 
prises and to film his high¬ 
ly acclaimed TV series. 

But despite the commit¬ 
ments of a busy work life, 
he has always believed 
that families should sit 
around their tables to eat 
together as much as possi¬ 
ble. In Cooking for Friends, 
Ramsay shares more than 
ioo inspiring and well- 
constructed recipes that 
he loves to cook (and eat) 
when he’s off duty. Harper 
Collins Canada gave Metro 
this recipe: 

Coffee and Almond 
Crunch Cake 

For me, this is the defini¬ 
tive cake to have with cof¬ 
fee or tea. It is all-at-once 
tender, moist and crunchy. 
It keeps well for several 
days in a cool part of the 
kitchen. Some people like 
a dollop of lightly sweet¬ 
ened mascarpone on the 
side, though, for me, it’s 
perfect on its own. 

INGREDIENTS: 

Cake: 


• 170g unsalted butter 

• 170g caster sugar 

• 3 large eggs, lightly beat¬ 
en 

• 1/2 tsp almond essence 

• lOOg ground almonds 

• 4 tbsp cooled espresso or 
strong coffee 

• lOOg self-raising flour 

• 12 tsp baking powder 
Crunch topping: 

• 60g plain flour 

• 40g light brown or demer- 
ara sugar 

• 40g cold unsalted butter, 
diced 




Gordon Ramsay's Coffee and Almond Crunch Cake is all-at-once 
tender, moist and crunchy. His book Cooking For Friends is avail¬ 
able online at Amazon.ca for $22.02 or in stores for $34-95. 


METHOD: 

Preheat the oven to 150C. 
Butter and line the sides 
and base of a tall-sided 
20cm cake tin with a re¬ 
movable base. 

For the crunch 
topping, mix 
the flour and 
sugar in a bowl 
and rub in the 
butter until it 
resembles 
coarse bread 
crumbs. Set 

aside. 

Cream the 

butter and sugar 
in a large mixing bowl us¬ 
ing a hand-held electric 
beater until light and fluffy. 
Beat in the eggs, a little at a 


time, until fully 
incorporated. 

Add the almond 
essence and mix 
well. Fold in the 
ground almonds, 
followed by half 
the espresso. Sift 
in the flour and 
baking powder 
together and fold 
this through the 
wet mixture. Finally, fold 
in the remaining espresso. 

Spread the mixture into 
the cake tin and level with 


a spatula. Sprinkle the 
crunch topping evenly over 
the top. Bake for 50 to 60 
minutes until the top is 
golden brown and a skewer 
inserted into the cake 
comes out clean. Remove 
from the oven and leave to 
cool slightly before un¬ 
moulding on to a wire 
rack, peeling away the bak¬ 
ing parchment. 

When completely 

cooled, dust with icing sug¬ 
ar, then cut into slices to 


serve. 


The science of delicious 



How do you make 
the perfect 
French fry?

The cheesecake. 

What It Is 

With its cookie crumb or 
pastiy crust and daiiy-based 
filling, cheesecake is more 
custard tart than cake. Pas¬ 
tries have been filled with 
various cheeses for cen¬ 
turies, and cheesecakes can 
be sweet or savouiy. Most 
are sweet and made around 
the world with various 
fresh cheeses. For savouiy 
cheesecakes, you can com¬ 
bine ingredients such 
as cream cheese 
and smoked 
salmon or 
Cheddar 
cheese and 
bacon. You 
can also make 
cheesecake with oth¬ 



er creamy ingredients 
like silken tofu. 

What It Does 

Like other custards 
made with eggs and 
daily products, cheese¬ 
cakes require even gen¬ 
tle heat to prevent cur¬ 
dling. They are often 
baked in a water bath to 
evenly distribute the heat 
around the cake pan and 
provide moist steam to 
keep the baked custard 
from diying out. To avoid 
lumps, it helps to bring the 
cheese and eggs to room 
temperature before mixing 
the filling and to add the 
eggs one at a time. Gradual 
temperature changes also 
help prevent cracks. If the 
pan is too small, the filling 
will rise too high and will 
overcook on the edges be¬ 
fore the centre is done. If 
the pan is too big, the entire 
filling may quickly over¬ 
cook and crack.

The ominipresent Seth 
Rogen — love the guy, 
but even I’m getting tired 
of seeing his face — is de¬ 
veloping a new comedy 
about three post-colle¬ 
giate buddies running a 
porn shop, according to a 
Variety story. 

No word on who’s set 
to star in the show, which 
is being executive pro¬ 
duced by Rogen and his 
production partner Evan 
Goldberg, who worked on 
the screenplays for Super- 
bad and Pineapple Ex¬ 
press. 

There’s no reason to be¬ 
lieve that this can’t be 
good, especially if Rogen 
and Goldberg can tap into 
the strange relationship 
young men — and older 


ones — have with porno 
in what’s referred to as 
the “post-feminist” era. 

Varying from bored am¬ 
bivalence to connoisseur- 
ship, it’s a relationship 
conditioned by the un¬ 
precedented ease with 
which porn can be con¬ 
sumed today. 

It’s also quaint that Ro¬ 
gen and Goldberg have 
chosen to set their show 
in a porn shop — the 
equivalent of a drama 
about the media being set 
in a letterpress typeset¬ 
ting shop. 

The storefront porn 
merchant, like the record 
store and the video rental 
shop, is a quaint techno¬ 
logical anachronism in 
the digital age; a porn 
website startup would 
have been more contem¬ 
porary, though it might 
have ended up looking 
like a cross between 
NewsRadio and late night 
Showcase fare like Porno 
Valley. 

Showtime is also devel¬ 
oping a reality TV series 
about hookers, according 
to the porn industry web¬ 
site Reverse Cowgirl, 
with onetime Fox big 
deal Stephen Chao at the 


helm. 

Alas, Chao — the man 
behind Cops and Ameri¬ 
ca’s Most Wanted — is 
having a hard time cast¬ 
ing the show, which 
plans to rent a Hollywood 
Hills mansion for the cast 
to ply their trade. 

“The show won’t be de¬ 
meaning or exploitative 
because, as the director 
explained it, they’re look¬ 
ing to cast working girls 
without implants,” ac¬ 
cording to the web site. 

Well, that changes 
everything, doesn’t it? 

There is, of course, the 
little matter of legality, 
not to mention the effect 
celebrity — even the 
clammy, blush-inducing 
type that a Showcase 
adult series might bestow 
— would have in a profes¬ 
sion that usually values 
anonymity. 

It’s like searching the 
ranks of Washington lob¬ 
byists for the stars of a 
show provisionally titled 
The Big Nasty Graft And

Greek Lamb and 
Eggplant Bake 

INGREDIENTS: 

14 oz (400 g) lean minced lamb 
1 onion, finely chopped 
3 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 eggplant, cut into 1 cm cubes 
200 ml vegetable stock 

2 x 400 g tins chopped toma¬ 
toes 

1/4 cup (50 mL) chopped fresh 
mint 

1/4 cup (50 mL) chopped fresh 
dill (optional) 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

11 oz (350 g) risoni or orzo 
11/4 cup (300mL) plain low-fat 
yogurt 
1 large egg 

METHOD: 

1 . Brown lamb in a large frying 
pan over medium heat. Add 
onion and garlic and cook for 

5 minutes, stirring often, until 
onion is soft. Add eggplant 
and stock and cook, stirring, 
for 5 minutes, until eggplant 
is tender. 

2 . Stir in tomatoes and half the 


herbs. Season with salt and 
pepper and bring to a boil. Re¬ 
duce and simmer, covered, for 
20 minutes, or until lamb is 
tender.

Stir drained pasta into lamb 
mixture, then spoon into a 
large baking dish, measuring 
about 7 in. x 11 in. (18 x 28 cm). 
Spread yogurt mixture over 
top and bake for about 20 min¬ 
utes until piping hot. Sprinkle 
with remaining mint and dill 
just before serving.
